‘al. Pao Tao-cheng as Chief of 
the Parliamentary Guards, 
succession to Gen. Chang Yt 
who was recently appointed to 
that post by the Metropolitan 
Police: Up to the present, how- 
ever, Gen. Chang has not ‘hand- 
ed over to Col. Pao, Gen. Chang 
‘argues that an order from the 
Ministry of the Interior is neces- 

ry. Parliament, therefore, sent 

dispatch to the Cabinet ask- 
ing for the withdrawal not only 
of Gen. Chang, but of all the 
police guards. At the last meot- 
ing of the Cabinet this matter 
was brought forward, but no de- 
cision was reached, owing to. the 
absence of Mr. Chang Ko, Minis- 
ter of the Interior, and further 
consideration was postponed 
until to-morrow’s meeting of the 
Cabinet. 

Reuter’s Agency is authori- 
tatively informed that there is no 
truth in the reports of disagree- 
ment among members of the 
Diplomatic Body representing 
tho eight signatories of the Pro- 
tocol of 1901, with regard to pay- 
ment of the’ indemnity in gold.

More Than Double That of Year| 
Before: Japan's Increas- 
ing Appetite 





From a Correspondent. 
Tsingtao, Jan, 19, 

‘The total value of beof exported 
from ‘Tsingtao during the year 
1923. amounted to some $2,900,000, 
or an inerease of $1,000,000 in 
comparison with the total vakie! 
exported during the previous 
year. The demand resulting from 
the ‘earthquake calamity of Jast 
September’ in Japan has been 
vesponsible for this increased total 
value to a large extent, with 
extensive speculations indulged 
in by Japanese beef dealers con- 
teibuting a share, Nearly all the 
beef exported . from this port 
goes to Japan with a very small 
percentage indeed destined to 
‘Shanghai and other points, 

‘The Okura Company are the 
largest buyers of Shantung beef 
for Japan and. sapplied the earth- 
quake srea with an enormous 
amount after "the | earthquake 

isaster. This company also sup- 
plies beef fo the Kure and Yoko- 
suka naval stations. 

BEEF REPLACING FISH.

OBITUARY 


The Late Mr. John Blechynden 


Far Eastern residents will learn 
with regret of the death, which 
took placo on January 8’ last on 
2 farm near Neison, New Zealand, 
of Mr. John Blechynden, who 
fame to Shanghai in the early 
nineties. For a number of years 
he was prominently connected 
with the activities of the New 
Engineering & Shipbuilding Co., 
whoso works stand. as commer: 
cial monument to his memory. 
“Born in Falstone, a small village| 
in Northumberland on June 3, 
1846, Mr. Blechynden spent al 
Get, deal of his “boshoad in 
fogler, a country town situated 
near the Cheviot Hills. When in 
his teens he went to Newoastle to 
serve his apprenticeship as an 
engineer, and was articled to 
Messrs, ‘Thompson & Boyd _who| 
wore then famous as marine’ en- 
gincers, though their works were 
Situated far from the River Tyne. 
Tt was most interesting to hear 
the old gentleman describe the 
methods of construction of engines 
and boilers then in. vogue. 
great, deal of manual Iebour wa 
entailed, as the machine tools 
then in’ use could not cope with 
the growing sizes of jobs required, 
'No doubs hie extremely healthy 
surroundings in boyhood, and 
hard manual work and. exercise 
which he had in his youth helped

NEW MINISTERS 





‘Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s Career 
Mr. Jomes Ramsay Macdonald, 


who attains the, proud position of 
being Britain's first Labour 
Prime Minister, was born at 


Lossiemouth, “Scotland, in 1866 
educated at a board school. 
He early threw himself into the 
Socialist movement, and became 
‘before long, as drganizer and 
writer, an important personality 
in it. Ho was appointed secretary 
of the Labour party in 1900 and 
held the position for 11 years; 
and became editor of the “Socka- 
list Library” in 1905. He na 
turally turned to public life, and 
served on the London County 
Chuneil from 1601 to 1904. 
In 1906, according to the 
biography in the Eneyclopacdia

lines. “Everyone who. has Ti 
in the interior of China know 
that inter-community prejudices 
are often stronger than, inter-pro- 
Vincial suspicions and distikes. 
‘Tho rank outsider from the Occi- 
dent is received more tolerantly 
in any unspoiled Chinese com. 
munity than the northerner is in 
Canton or the Shanghai man in 
Peking. ‘Tho Pekinese regards! 
the ‘Tientsin man with suspicion, 
dislikes tis, mannerisms cordially’ 
and finds his dialect more annoy- 
‘ing than the sputter and ‘lisp of 
a Southerner trying to speak 
Mandarin, ‘The villager in China| 
makes evory allowance for the 
“distant gist” and feels, called 
upon to overlook his peculiarities 
with a fine, magnanimity, but ho:
